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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The declaration has been carefully considered. 
The declaration establishes that the carbon foam described at column 4, lines 52-57 of Zakhidov is not a light emitting or light transmitting 
photonic crystal. The examiner agrees. However, the claims are not in condition for allowance because of the following reasons. In the first 
place, figure 9 of Zakhidov shows that the porous material has all the structural limitations as recited in claim 1 . Secondly, Zakhidov 
discloses that the carbon forms that are preferred for his invention are polycrystalline diamond, and doped diamond (column 23, lines 40- 
45). Diamond is clearly a light emitting or light transmitting photonic crystal.^ Accordingly, the porous material described in column 4, 
lines 52-57 of Zakhidov does not limit to carbon as argued by Applicant. The art rejections are thus sustained. 
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
